ess, who died lately, ia much missed in 
the literary soeietjrof Berlin. 
Hermann 


Grimm, writing of her in one of th« 
German magazines, compares her with 
Goethe in the {Kissession of the power of 
the poet and the enjoyment of the critic. 
He calls her a "violet in the wood." To 
the last Frau von Olfers loved most to 
write of the scenes of her childhood and 
youth. She thought often of the Bad 
times she had lived through, for aa a 
child she was one of those who accom- 
panied the much loved Queen Louisa in 
her flight to Konigsberg, after the de- 
feat at Jena. 


Fran von Olfers always believed in 


the mental power of the German nation 
to rise. She never ceased to be young 
in her enjoyment of life, and might 
often be met with in her walks in the 
Thiergarten or in (Inter den Linden, 
looking about her with as keen an inter- 
eat as the foreigner who is there for the 
first time. She was over ninety when 
she died, saying that she was tired and 
needed sleep, although during her long 
life no one had ever seen her tired, ow- 
ing to her natural vivacity of character

KAIUIOAD LAND GRANT*. 


Political speaker! Rometimes r«fet io (be 


immense land gr*nU mad* by the Govern- 
ment* to ralhoads, some defending and 
ottttra condemning the Aot, bat a» these 
reteienoea are made In the beat of politio»l 
campaigns few persons pa; any attention 
to the subject. Now, tbe Washington Star, 
which baa access to tbe General Laud Office, 
pobhabea a statement which snows that 
aotna of those grants wera simply gigantic. 
Th« Union Pacific and Central Pacific got 
41,000,0000 acres and to belp tbe construc- 
tion of the road* tbe Government loaned 
them $25,000 per mile of track* laid, issu- 
ing bonJ« for the amount. Tbe Govern- 
ment also gave permission to mortgage tbe 
property to tbe extent of $25,000 per mile 
to outsider*, tbe United States being satii- 
fled with a secondary lien. Alternate sec- 
tions im strips twenty miles wide on 
each side of tbe roa<Vs were mad* a present 
to its owueis, who, notwithstanding these 
immense gifts, owe the Government $115,- 
000,000. 


The Northwestern Pacific got no lo»n 


from tbe Government, bat sfeoared a grant 
of 53,000,000 acres. 
Instead of a "trip 


forty miles across tba continent, such as 
was secured l.y tbe Union Central and 
Southern Pacific lines, it possessed itself of 
an available 80-mile str:p, likewise in al- 
ternate seotwDS. This strip inolndes much 
of the most valuable land io the North- 
west, taking in tioibor tracts of enormous 
worth and rich coal mines, which supply 
the locomotives with fuel. Tbe main stem, 
together with Us 
feeders, owns pretty 


nearly all of tbe country that ia worth 
baving. From Bismarck, Dak., to tbe 
Pacific Ocean tbe conditions governing the 
grant have not, it is held, been complied 
wi'b, and bills are introduced in every 
Ooigress to declare tbe gift forfeited. 


According to the calculation of. the Gen- 


eral Land Office, after all deductions and 
forfeitures have been made, 155,000,000 
acres will be required to satisfy the grants 
made by Uncle Sam to railways op to 1880.

WASHINGTON, May 27, —After rfcem E. 


D. Stark of Ohio read a long paper upon 
(be general aabjoot of silver, in which be 
eipressed himself as having no confidence 
In tbe International Conference.
